converſations accoꝛdyngly, to ſuffer eucry one to enioy his owne 
iithout oppꝛeſſion o2 ſpoyle, to ble the meane to ſeeke by. lawe 
and iuſtice to puniſhe and reuenge wꝛonges and iniuries done 
bntothem, and not by violence and foꝛce to reuenge they owne 
caules, as accuſtomably was vſed. And where at this pꝛeſent 
tiepeople ofthe ſame countrey lyue in as rude diſozders,and as 
laltiz in euery ofthe ſapd offences, as they dyd at oꝛ befoꝛe the 
nabyng ofthe ſame lawes and ſtatutes, whereby may be gea⸗ 
thered, that eyther the lawes haue not ben made knowen to the 
common ſozte, o2 at the leaſt not put in execution, to the great 
ance of the good meanyng of the makers of the lame 
kues, and the benefite that woulde haue enſued, yf the ſame 
ha ben duelp executed, And albeit all perſons are tyed to take
